May seek U.N action tomorrow 

Islamic conference ponders sanctions

AMMAN, July 12— Islamic foreign ministers meet- 
ing in extraordinary session here will try to use the 
muscle of the United Nations to force Israel to abide 
by all U.N. General Assembly resolutions dealing 
with the rights of Palestinians, a conference source 
said tonight. 


They are expected to issue a 
communique tomorrow asking the 
General Assembly to pass a resol- 
ution directing Israel to imple- 
ment all previous. U.N. resolutions 
on the Palestinians, or face sanc- 
tions. 

The extraordinary conference is 
being attended by 40 Islar.- c 
countries and representatives of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation. The PLO requested con- 
vening the conference to study the 
situation in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories following the recent car- 
bomb attacks on West Bank May- 
ors Bassam Shak'a of Nablus and 
Karim Khalaf of Ramailah. 

“There is a big pan of U.N. 
resolutions that if implemented 
would help reach a solution to the 
Palestinian question,'* the source 
said. 

The conference delegates also 
intend to go beyond offering 
“powerless statements" and take 
"strong action” to make Israel 
recognise Palestinian rights and 
stop the Zionist state from annex- 
ing Arab East Jerusalem. 


“ Wc plan to move from pow- 
erless statements to strong 
actions." the source said. "We 
would like our actions to be within 
the framework of the United 
Nations, bucked with the support 
and participation of the world. 
The U.N. resolutions are suf- 
ficient to contribute greatly to sol- 
ving the (Palestinian) problem. 
What we arc seeking is that these 
resolutions be applied according 
to the U.N. charter." 

However, the Islamic World 
also plans to exercise its own 
economic and political muscle to 
force 13 countries to move their 
embassies from Jerusalem or face 
sanctions in accordance with 
resolutions passed at the 
Islamabad Islamic conference ear- 
lier this year. Those resolutions 
would have the Muslim countries 
break all diplomatic and economic 
ties with those 1 3 countries. 

The conference delegates are 
also expected to approve a pan- 
Islamic economic boycott of Israel 
and all countries, firms and indi-< 
viduals which have official rela- 


tions with the Zionist state. The 
boycott would "serve as j wam- 
’ mg" to anyone considering official 
ties with Israel. 

The United States would fall 
under this cat egret and be placed 
on an " Islamic blacklist", which is 
expected to be drawn up by a spe- 
cial committee of the conference. 

“There is a tendency in the con- 
ference to condemn the United 
States for its policy of support for 
Israel." the source said. 

The boycott would be parallel 
to the Arab Boycott of Israel, but 
would be far more comprehensive 
because of the additional member 
states participating. 

” Egypt would also be one of the 
countries to have sanctions 
applied against it" the source said. 

The extraordinary conference' 
was expected to wrap up meetings 
laic tonight and issue a com- 
munique at a press conference 
tomorrow at 10 a.m. 

The Secretary-General of 
Islamic Conference Organisation. 
Mr. Habib Chatti of Tunisia, said 
earlier today that the foreign 
ministers supported a resolution 
adopted by the Arab health minis- 
ters who met here on Thursday 
and yesterday, calling for the 
transfer of World Health Organ- 
isation (WHO) regional offices 
from Alexandria.

Anderson soothes Egyptians 


CAIRO, July 12 (Agencies) — U.S. presidential 
candidate John Anderson today tried to calm 
Egyptian anger over his pro-Israeli views, insist- 
. ing’ that his remarks about the future status of 
occupied Jerusalem had been misunderstood. 

He had a 90-minute meeting with President 
Anwar Sadat in the Mediterranean city of .Alex- 
andria and then faced further questioning on the 
same subject at a press conference here. 

President Sadat told reporters he had expected 
to have a row with Congressman Anderson, the 
outside independent candidate in November’s 
U.S. election. But after listening to Mr. Ander- 
son's explanations, he said he was satisfied with 
the firm and candid way Mr. Anderson had out- 


lined his stance. 

Mr. .Anderson arrived in Egypt yesterday from 
Israel on the second leg of a five-nation fact- 
finding loui. Before Sanding he was under press 
attack here for stating that the United States 
■should eventually recognise Jerusalem as the 
Israeli capital and move its embassy there. 

“Unfortunately some of the (reports of) state- 
ments I have made on Jerusalem have neglected 
the very, very important qualification that what 1 
have said will occur as the final act of the (Middle 
East) peace process." he told tonight's conference 
here. 

Mr. Anderson stressed he had never spoken of 
Israeli rule or sovereienrv over Jerusalem. 


Syria considers closing borders 


DAMASCUS, July 12 (AP) — Syria is considering 
closing its borders with neighbouring countries to 
curb what it contends is a flow of arms and assis- 
tance to the Muslim Brotherhood underground, 
the government-controlled daily newspaper Tis- 
hrin said Saturday. 

“Silence is no longer possible, and it is imposs- 
ible to leave the borders open" to admit supplies 
to forces seeking "blow up the country from 
inside," the paper said editorially. 

Tishrin did not name the countries said to be 
involved in aiding the Brotherhood, which has 
been waging a war of sabotage in Syrian cities for* 


more than a year. 

The Syrian government this week made mem- 
bership in the Muslim Brotherhood a crime pun- 
ishable by death. 

Meanwhile, Col. Rifaul Al Assad, commander 
of the special “Defence Brigades” and a brother 
of President Hafez Al .Assad, flew to Saudi Arabia 
for a meeting with Prince Abdullah ibn Abdul 
.Aziz, commander of the Saudi National Guard. 

The purpose of the talks was not disclosed, but 
it is believed to be connected with Syria's internal 
situation.

The most controversial issue, 
listed as the effect of Israeli occu- 
pation on Palestinian women, was 


the subject of a press briefing. 

First, Arab jouranlists were dis- 
satisfied with the brief and rather 
restrained remarks of Dr. Nawal 
Al Saadowi of Egypt who sub- 
stituted for the originally 
scheduled Palestinian speaker, 
held up by an airport strike in 
Beirut. 

Dr. Saadowi appealed to the 
1,006 journalists covering the 

conference to "report objec- 
tively'* on all issues, including the 
Palestinian one. 


But after she cut short her 
statement an Israeli cor- 
respondent grabbed the mic- 
rophone at his seat and began yel- 
ling questions, wanting to know 
why no Israelis had been invited to 
help work out the conference 
paper on Palestinian women. 

The Israeli was quieted when, 
the female briefing officers got a 
hand from a male U.N. staff 
member who grabbed the reporter 
firmly by the arm and threatened 
him with expulsion.

Oman denies U.S. militan 


AMMAN, July 12 - Oman 
today denied there is any 
American military presence in 
the country and vowed to keep 
it free of any external military 
activity in the future. 

The Omani representative at 
the Islamic Conference meeting 
here told the plenary session his 
delegation wanted the state- 
ment registered in the official 
minutes of the conference, a 
delegate said. The Omani 
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TEHRAN, July 12 (R> - About 
half a dozen people were killed 
and fewer than 100 held for ques- 
tioning as a result of the smashing 
of a coup conspiracy recently dis- 
closed by President Abol Hassan 
Bani-Sadr. hi* spokesman said 
today.

He denied reports in two 
Tehran newspapers that among 
those arrested were General Amir 
Bahman Basheri, who resigned 
recently as commander of the air 
force, and Dr. Cholam Hossein 
Sadiehi, one of a number of polit- 
ical figures who declined invi- 
tations to form a government dur- 
ing the waning days of the former 
Shah's rule. 

“This is not true and a greai 
.lie.” Mr. Garmarudi S3id. speak- 
ing through an interpreter. 

General Buaheri. now head of 
civil aviation, has been with Mr. 
Bani-Sadr only this morning, in 
the president's office, he added. 

The afternoon newspaper Kuy-

General Said 
Mehdiyan. and a former head of 
the gendarmerie. General 
Ahmad Mohaqeqi, had been 
arrested in the wake of the alleged 
coup.

BEIRUT, July 12 (AP) — The government opened an air force base 
in eastern Lebanon to civil aviation Saturday to counter a pay raise 
'strike that has crippled Beirut International Airport for the last two 
days. 

Public Works Minister Butros Harb said in a radio and television 
statement that Riyak Air Force Base 49 kilometres east of Beirut 
near the Syrian border will ser.-e as a civil airport trnfi! the Beirut 
airport strike was over. 

Middle East Airlines, Lebanon's national carrier which has been 
losing the equivalent of S3 million a day because of the strike, 
announced it was resuming regular flights to the rest of the world 
from Riyak Saturday. No other airline followed suit, however. 

On strike are airport technicians who demand a 29 per cent salary 
increase to cope with inflation. A tentative agreement on a com- 
promise prompted Beirut state radio to announce the reopening of 
the airport prematurely Friday. Hundreds of sirjnJed passengers 
sped to the airport after the announcement only to find the facility 
still closed. 
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Realisation of strength 

WITH SO much movement on the international stage, it 
would seem that 1980 has a good chance of being a true 
year of action on the Palestine issue in general and the 
[ Jerusalem question in particular. 

The spate of special conference and assemblies being 
called to devise an action plan for realising Arab national 
riahts and aspirations in the face of the aggravated Zionist 
aceression are getting down to doing just that. Before us is 
the additional prospect of a special session of the United 
Nations General Assembly, at which all these resolutions 
and proposals will be presented lor effective international 
action. 

All this is a healthy antidote to the mood of helplessness 
and inertia which normally seizes us every four years as we 
plod along under the delusion that nothing can be accom- 
plished, as far as the Arab-Israeli question is concerned, 
while the people of the United States, who know so little of 
these things, go about the ritual of electing a new president. 

It is high time that this misconception was dispelled and 
laid to rest once and for all. 

The current Islamic foreign ministers* conference in 
Amman, called especially to discuss the Palestine and 
Jerusalem questions, is particularly noteworthy, since it 
reminds the world, including the Muslim World itself of the 
vastness and potential power of the Islamic community. 

Too few people, including Muslims themselves, have 
paused to contemplate precisely what that power could do 
particularly given the human and economic resources with 
which many of those nations are blessed. 

It is far too easy - particularly, perhaps, in view of the 
propensity of these conferees to spend the first day or so 
forming committees -- to dismiss these gatherings as inef- 
fectual But in the latest round of discussions, from the 
Arab foreign and economic ministers to the current Islamic 
conference, the field of vision has been narrowed con- 
siderably to focus on the immediate issues at hand, while 
the tone of consensus has sharpened markedly beyond the 
rhetorical level. 

This shift in tone corresponds directly with the actions 
of the Israelis in tightening the grip of occupation and 
proceeding apace with their attempts at Judaising the 
occupied areas, and with the totally unsatisfactory per- 
formance of their American mentors in sanctioning those 
[ offensive actions. 

That is why the Arab and Islamic conferees are no 
longer shrinking from applying all the means at their dis- 
| posal to see that justice is restored in the occupied lands, 
including Jerusalem. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RAM: We support His Majesty King Hussein’s statement that 
Jerusalem is at the centre of challenge to the Muslim Nation at 
present, exactly as it was in the days of the Prophet Muhammad. 

Muslims everywhere understand this situation, and Muslim 
nations have always been quick to respond to Arab calls for 
support of their struggle against Zionism. They have advanced 
our cause at the United Nations, boycotted Israel in all fields and 
(hey would be willing to offer more within their capabilities. 

Yet we. the Arabs who are face-to-face with Zionist aggression, 
have so far prepared no unified plan of action for ourselves. We 
regrettably have thus far been unable to elevate ourselves to the 
level of directly confronting this aggression. In view of this fact, 
how can we ask other Muslims to do our work for us, and how do 
we expect to mobilise millions of Muslims and absorb them within 
our ranks in the fight against our enemy? 

Despite their poverty and disunity. Muslims everywhere have 
given and always will give support to Arab causes, but it is impor- 
tant that we be honest with ourselves in the struggle against our 
enemy and in our efforts to restore Jerusalem. 

AL DU STOUR: In reviewing the Palestinian tragedy and the 
history of A I Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem before the Islamic deleg- 
ations yesterday.

Health aides end conference 


AMMAN, July 12 (IN A) ~ Arab 
health ministers today pledged to 
continue offering medical assis- 
tance to the Palestinian resistance 
movement and to supply the 
Palestine Red Crescent SocieTv 
(PROS) with doctors, nurses and 
medical supplies. 

The ministers, ending a two-dav 
conference here, also decided to 
set up a special committee to study 
health condition* in the occupied 
Arab territories. The committee, 
headed by Jordan's health minis- 
ter, Dr. Zuhair Malhas, includes 
representatives of the PROS, the 
health planning council of the 
occupied West Bank, the Gaza 
Strip medical association and a 
number of experts to be selected 
by the committee's chairman. 

The committee was asked to 
submit detailed reports on health 
conditions in the occupied Arab 
territories to the annual con- 
ferences of Arab health ministers 
held in March of each year. These 


reports would then be forwarded 
to the World Health Organisation 
(WHO), headquarters in Geneva. 

The committee would also 
study the establishment of health 
care centres in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The conference approved 
financial arrangements for the 
transfer of the WHO regional 
office from Alexandria, Egypt, to 
Amman. Egypt, which has not 
been invited to the conference, 
has been boycotted since it signed 
a peace treaty with Israel- 

Each member country was 
asked to deposit its share of the 
$3,047,200 cost of the transfer 
with the Arab Fund for Health 
Development. The shares will be 
proportionate to those paid by the 
member countries to the Arab 
League. 

The conference approved sta- 
tutes for the establishment of an 
Arab centre for documentation 
and medical publications. 


The ministers also decided to 
hold a special meeting, during 
their annual conference next 
March, to lay out ftn Arab strategy 
for medicines and the phar- 
maceutical industry in the Arab 
World. 

The conference appealed to 
health ministries in ail Arab coun- 
tries ro extend speedly medical 
assistance to Somalia, the Eritrean 
Relief Agency, the Eritrean Red 
Crescent Society and Djibouti. - 

Also concluding a meeting here 
today was the Arab Council for 
Medical Specialisation. A state- 
ment at the end of the two-day 
meeting said the participants had 
decided to work out specifications 
for accredited medical training in 
various specialisations and to lay 
out guidelines for the evaluation 
of the technical, professional and 
scientific standards of physicians 
who want to practice after their 
period of specialisation.

Salim arrives 
in Jordan 

AMMAN, July 12 (JNA)— The 
President of the U.N. General 
Assembly, Mr. Salim Ahmad 
Salim, arrived here today for a 
visit expected to last several 
days. Mr. Salim will meet with 
a number of senior government 
officials.

NABLUS, July 12 (AP)-Mayor 
Bassam Al Shak'a, saying he feels 
“very strong,” returned to his 
desk at City Hall today for the first 
time since his legs were blown off 
six weeks ago in coordinated 
attacks on Palestinian nationalist 
leaders. 

A wildly cheering crowd of 
about 1,000 surged around Mr. 
Shak'a as tus car arrived in the dty 
centre, and people chanted 
“Palestine is Arab” when the 
mayor was lifted into a wheelchair 
and taken to his second-floor 
office. 

The gutter in front of the mun- 
icipal building ran crimson with 
blood from two sheep slaughtered 
as a thanksgiving sacrifice for the 
return of the undaunted West 
Bank leader. Four burly men 
cleared the way through the crowd 
for Mr. Shak'a. who clasped his 
hands over his head like a vic- 
torious prizefighter. 

“I am very happy to return to 
my office, my family, my people, 
our land,'* Mr. Shak' a said in his 
office while hundreds pressed into 
the halls for a chance to be let in 
three or four at a time to shake his 
hand and wish him well. He swore 
“to do the utmost for the benefit 
of the Palestinian people." 

Israeli troops stayed out of 
sight, evidently wanting to avoid 
clashes with the emotionally 
charged Arabs of Nablus, a 
hotbed of Palestinian nationalism 
and resistance to Israeli rule. 

Mr. Shak’a said he was under 
the same constraints imposed by 
Israeli authorities before he was 


wounded in a car-bombing— to 
stick to municipal business and not 
talk politics. He made a point of 
saying he was “glad to return to 
city hair and promised to “do my 
best to supervise the town.” 

Asked how he felt, the 49- 
year-old mayor replied, “I am 
very strong, but just without legs." 
He appeared tired, however, after 
the ordeal of passing through the 
delirious crowd. 

Israeli authorities haven't sol- 
ved the coordinated attacks that 
wounded Mr. Shak'a and Ramal- 
lah Mayor Karim Khalaf when 
they started their cars on June 2. A 
third West Bank leader, Al Bireh 
Mayor Ibrahim Tawil, had a dose 
•call but escaped injury from a 
booby-trap on his garage door. 
Mr. lOialaf has gone to a hospital 
in Houston, Texas, for treatment 
for his wounds, which induded the 
loss of his left foot and severe cuts 
on his right leg. 

Mr. Shak’a was in Jordan until 
last Wednesday getting treatment 
at the King Hussein Medical 
Centre and he said he would be 
going abroad in a few weeks for 
examinations and fitting of arti- 
fical legs. He said he had been 
invited by French President Val- 
ery Giscard cfEstaing to be 
examined in France, and then he 
planned to go to Britain for more 
treatment. 

Suspicion for the attacks has 
been directed at extremists among 
Israeli settlers who have 
demanded revenge for the slaying 
of six settlers in an ambush in 
Hebron on May 2. 


WHAT’S GOING ON 


Book and photograph exhibition 

An exhibition of pictures and books depicting the life of Muslims 
in the Soviet Union is being held by the University of Jordan, in 
cooperation with the Soviet Cultural Centre. The books on dis- 
play deal with economic, social, educational and religious aspects 
of the life of Muslim people in various Soviet republics. The 
exhibition is open at the centre, near Third Circle in Jabal 
Amman, during office hours, and will run through July 14. 

Painting exhibition 

The Department of Culture and Arts, under the patronage of the 
minister of culture and youth presents an exhibition of paintings 
by Omar Hamdan. The exhibition is open during office hours and 
from 4 to 5:30 p.m. at the Art Galley of the Ministry of Culture 
and Youth and will run through July 17. 
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During the month of Ramadan, 
the world's 750 million Muslims 
are banned from eating, drinking, 
smoking, and sex during daylight 
hours. They are encouraged to use 
this period of abstention to take 
stock of their fives and mend their 
ways. 

But there is not limit to what ' 
they may consume after dusk. 
Those who can afford it tend to 
feast at night to make up for the 
rigours the day — which include 
abstention from any liquid at 
temperatures which can soar to 
more than 45 degrees centigrade. 

Production usually slumps, 
although working hours are usu- 
ally changed to allow the faithful 
to start later and sleep longer. 

Ramadan coincides this year 
with the sizzling heat of July, and 
August, when the fast is more try- 
ing and painful. Nevertheless, the 
month is usually marked by 
revelry. 

Cannons sound the start of the 
day's fast at dawn, when the 
musaharari (dawn awakener) • 
beats his drum as he roams streets 
and alleyways to announce the 
dawn meal, known as the suhur. 
When the cannons sound again at 
sundown, the fast is broken, and 
many Muslims consume twice the 
quantities of food they normally 
eat. 

They are permitted to eat into 
the night, until they are able to 
“distinguish a white thread from a 
black,’’ when the next day's fast 
commences, according to the 
Koran, Islam’s holy book. 

According to Islamic tradition, 
the Prophet Muhammad 
restricted his nightly diet during 
Ramadan to two dates and some 
milk. 

Present-day Muslims often are 
blamed for turning Ramadan into 
a month of feasting, rather than 
fasting. Even Muslim doctors say 
the fast can be debilitating. 

Gargantuan night-time meals, 
roughly resembling western 
Christmas dinners have been criti- 
cised by preachers as deviation 
from the intrinsic purpose of the 
fast. 

“The moral benefits of the fast 
are, indeed, immeasurable,” said 
Sheikh Abdullah Alayli, Leba- 
non's leading Islamic scholar. 
“Ramadan rejuvenates the vit- 
ality of faith, revives the alliance 
between God and man. ft's the 
alliance that generates happiness 
despite poverty and perseverance 


in the face of pain, despondency 
and illness.” 

It was during Ramadan, 1400 
years ago, that the angel Gabriel 
descended on Prophet Muham- 
mad and imparted the wisdom of 
the Koran. 

This is the first Ramadan in the 
15th Islamic century, an occasion 
for “transcendental meditation by 
adult Muslims to heed the virtues 
of a renascent Islam,” said Sheikh 
Alayli. . 

The fast starts with the sighting 
of the new moon and ends 29 or 30 


nightfall and do not approach 
them (women), but stay at your 
prayers in the mosques.”

Most Muslims in Indonesia, 
where about 90 per cent of the 140 
million population adhere to 

Islam, observe the fast. Gov- 
ernment activities slow down con- 
siderably. 

Not all of India's 68 million 
Muslims fast, but as a mark of 
respect for the many who do, 
restaurants owned by Muslims 
close or draw up curtains on the 
front doors. 

Across the border in Muslim 
Bangladesh, office hours are read- 
justed and the government 
increases the import of dates and 
provides larger food rations to 
mark the occasion. 

In Pakistan, the government has 
been moving towards strict obser- 
vance of religious laws — a trend 
which contrasts with the generally 
increasing westernisation of the 
country.

From rations., to education 

Many refugees sought work in the towns around 
which most refugee camps had been built: Nablus. 
Amman and Beirut, for example. Perhaps one 
fifth found work of sorts. 

To meet the demand lor education, thus enabl- 
ing a new generation of refugee children to adapt 
itself to the new circumstances. UNRWA prog- 
ressively devoted a larger part of its resources to 
education and vocational training. In Palestine 
before 194S, only 2U percent of the young people 
living in the rural areas (the majority of young 
Palestinians) went to primary school. 

Today, nearly all registered Palestine refugee 
children are enrolled in UNRWA schools. During 
its first year. UNRWA had to devote 80 per cent 
of its resources to much-needed relief prog- 
rammes. By 1979 relief had fallen to about 25 per 
cent of the UNRWA budget, while education 
took the lions share with nearly 60 per cent. 

Vocational training takes off 

At the start of the 1960s, UNRWA built four 
new vocational training centres complementing 
the two built in the 1 950s. Curiously, some places 
in the training centres remained vacant in the 
eariv years. But with the increasing success of the 
first graduates in finding work and making a liv- 
ing, the vocational training centres became more 
attractive to young people. 

Today there is strong competition for the 4.700 
places in the eight UNRWA vocational and 
teacher training centres now in operation-about 
one place for every five qualified candidates. 
Deeb, aged 22, a student in the assistant phar- . 
raacist course at the Damascus Vocational Train- 
ing Centre, explains: “Here I gel practically the 
same training as in a university in half the time - . 
And saving time is important when you've spent 
your youth in a camp and you have a family to 
support...” 

Ahmad, aged 1 7: “When 1 was still at primary 
school, I spent most of my free days working in the 
fields around Khan Dhannoun camp (Syria) 
where I lived, in order to help my family and 
because I was tempted to make a career in agricul- 
ture. I was making five Syrian pounds 'a day 
(slightly over one U.S. dollar). After a year of

According to ECWA about half the Pales- 
tinians still live within the pre-194S Palestine bor- 
ders, the majority of these in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip (including over 35 per cent 
of the tuMl numherof Palestine refugees) and the 
rest in Israel. 

The remainderof the scattered Palestinian popu- 
lation lives mainly in the countries bordering 
Palestine (Jordan. Syria and Lebanon). The 
majority of registered refugees live in these areas. 
Most of them have been able to find work, be it 
only temporary, but no overall information is 
availble to show the professional categories in 
which they work. 

An inquiry recently carried out among j rep- 
resentative sample of the population ol Yarraouk 
camp, in the suburbs of Damascus, shows that 
eight per cent of the active population is unem- 
ployed.

Cover of the Midland Bank 
report on Jordan 

LONDON. (Special) --“Jordan's 
growing prosperity, relative sta- 
bility and central position in one of 
the world's richest regional mar- 
kets, make it a countiy well worth 
the . attention of U.K. busi- 
nessmen,” says Britain's Midland 
Bank International in its latest 
“Spotlight” leaflet. Selling io Jor- 
dan. 

The U.K. is one of Jordan’s 
leading suppliers and in 1979 
increased iLs exports there by 29 
per cent. There is however strong 
competition for this market from 
the United States. West Germany 
and Saudi Arabia, the report says.

AMMAN, July 12 IJNA) — His Majesty King 
Hussein today received a cable from Arab League 
Secretary General Chadli Klibi thanking him for 
the care and hospitality accorded to the extra- 
ordinary Arab Economic and Social Council con- 
ference in Amman. The facilities rendered to the 
conference were the major factor behind its suc- 
cess. the cable said. 

AMMAN, July 12 (JT) — The Department of 
Press and Publications today announced that from 
now on it will not accept for approval lists of 
books supplied by Jordanian importers unless 
these are signed and certified by the publishers 
and chambers of commerce in the source country. 
The new regulations were signed by the depart- 
ment's Director General. Mr. Ahmad ‘Uloum. 
The new procedures, as reported in Al Ra'i news- 
paper. require that an entire consignment of 
books remain under the department's control 
until a copy has been approved by the censor. 
Books which are to be confiscated will not be 
returned to their source, the instructions said. The 
department cautioned Jordanian importers to 
import first one copy of a book, and if this is 
approved by the censor, to place further orders. 
The department said that any bookstore selling 
banned books would be prosecuted. 

AMMAN, July 12 (JNA) - The British Institute 
in Amman for Archaeology and History, in coop- 
eration with a team from the University of Jordan 
and the Ministry of Tourism and Antiquities, has 
started excavations near the town of Buseira in the 
district of Tafilah in southern Jordan. According 
to the director of the Department of Antiquities, 
Dr. Adnan Hudidi, the dig, to be concluded by the" 
end of next month, is expected to reveal ancient 
forts built in that area several centuries before 
Christ. He said Buseira could be Busra. the capital 
of the Edomites who established a state in south- 
ern Jordan around that epoch. 

AMMAN, July 12 (JT) — The National Con- 
sultative Council (NCC) will hold a regular session 
on Monday to review a number of subjects on its 
agenda. According to .4/ Ra'i newspaper, the 
council will hear a reply from the minister of 


reconstruction and development to a question by 
an NCC member about the reduction of the U.N. 
Relief and Works Agency's serv ices to Palestinian 
refugees. Another reply will be to a question 
about the possibility of requesting banks and 
financial institutions in which the government has 
a 51 per cent share to sponsor university scho- 
larships. According to Al Ra'i the NCC will dis- 
cuss a loan agreement with Iraq for developing the 
free zone of Aqaba, financing a housing project in 
Irbid. financing the construction of a road linking 
Al Azraq with Aqaba and a project lor expanding 
the capacity ot the Aqaba Pori. The NCC. accord- 
ing to the paper, is not expected to hold any ses- 
sions during the month of Ramadan. 

AMMAN, July 1 2 (JT) - Syria's minister of sup- 
ply is expected here tomorrow for a brief visit to 
Jordan, according to a report by the local press. 
The minister will hold talks with hi-* Jordanian 
counterpart. Dr. Jawad Anani, on Syrio- 
Jordanian cooperation in supply matters during 
the month of Ramadan. The Syrian minister will 
also attend the inauguration of new grain silos 
south of Amman. 


.AMMAN. July 12 (JNA) - The Civil Defence 
Department today received 12 fire engines as a gift 
from the civil defence department in Saudi Arabia. 
Overseeing the delivery of the vehicles was the 
military attache at the Saudi embassy in Amman, 
in the presence of Interior Minister Ali Bashir and 
the acting civil defence director Brig. Mohammad 
Khasawneh. Saudi Arabia previously donated 23 
vehicles to the Civil Defence Department, three 
of which were fire engines. 10 ambulances and ID 
limousines. Brig. Khasawneh. -peaking on the 
occasion, expressed Jordan's gratitude for the gilt 
and lauded the cooperation between the two 
countries in civil defence.

EEC announces $28b draft budget 

STRASBOURG, France, July 12 (R) — The European Common 
Market commission yesterday announced a draft budget for' 
community spending in 1981 of $28 billion. 

Commissioner Christopher Tugendhat outlined the draft to 
the European parliament, which shares with the EEC ministerial 
council the task of drawing up the final spending plan by 
December. 

Mr. Tugendhat warned that because EEC spending is nearing 
the limit of what the community can draw from member states, 
there would have to be an effective freeze in farm spending next 
year, with price increases matched by savings. 

While the overall budget proposal was 25 per cent up on this 
year, the rise in agricultural spending would be 12.7 per cent, 
close to the EECs inflation average. 

Agriculture would take 65 per cent of the budget compared 
I with 72 per cent this year, Mr. Tugendhar said. Much of the 
I remainder was accounted for by big increases in funds for tackling 
; special regional and social problems, including transfers to 
Greece, which joins the community on January 1 next year. 

Egypt sets up $ 7.7 b investment bank 

CAIRO, July 12 ( R ) - A new Egyptian bank designed to boost 
development will have an initial capital of $7.73 billion, Deputy 
Prime Minister for Economic Affairs Abdul Razzak Abdul 
Meguid was quoted today as saying. 

Ninety per cent of the capital will be raised through foreign 
loans. Dr. Abdul Meguid said in u television interview reported by 
the mass circulation newspaper Ak/tbur Ef Yo/n. 

He said 300 million Egyptian pounds ($430 million) from social 
insurance and pension funds and the government" s current budget 
surplus of 218 million pounds ($300 million) would form the 
remaining 10 per cent. 

The National Investment Bank is pan of the Egyptian gov- 
:mment’s measures to create an active money market to finance 
investment projects. Dr. Abdul Meguid did not say when the bank 
would begin operations. 

Most of the foreign loans have already been obtained, but 
administrative difficulties have delayed disbursement. 

Iranians negotiate Turkish purchases 

TEHRAN, July 12 (R)--An Iranian delegation is in Turkey dis- 
cussing purchases ot maize, barley and cement. newspapeilE/e/u'df 
reported today. 

It quoted a commerce ministry spokesman as saying the deleg- 
ation included representatives of the government trading com- 
pany, the plan and budget organisation, the economics and

finance ministry and the central bank. 

The visit follows talks in Tehran between Turkish and Iranian 
officials when Turkey agreed to buy more oil from Iran, to 
increase sales of goods including foodstuffs to Iran and to allow 
Iranian trucks to use Turkish roads without paying duty. 

UAE doubts oil price hike before winter 

MANILA, July 12 (AP) ■- United Arab Emirates Petroleum 
Minister Mana’ Sa'id "Otainah said today he sees no chance the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries would again 
increase the price of oil during the next few months. 

Dr. "Otaibab made the statement to reporters at Manila inter- 
national airport shortly after his arrival for a four-day official visit 
to the Philippines at the invitation of President Ferdinand Marcos. 

*‘I don't see that there's a chance for a price increase in the 
coming few months." Dr. ‘Otaibah said. “So things might remain 
as (they are) for the time being until the winter.' 

The United Arab Emirates, an OPEC member and the world's 
seventh biggest oil producer, would like to see a freeze on oil 
prices at least during the next three months. Dr. "Otaibah said. 

He added that oil prices should be allowed to go up, “but on a 
gradual basis so that the world economy, mainly the economies of 
the developing countries, will be allowed enough time to digest 
the increases.” 

Asked if his country would self oil to the Philippines, Dr. 
'Otaibah said it was ready to do so and that the matter was going to 
be one of the subjects of his talks here with President Marcos and 
other Filipino officials. 

* Mitsubishi wins $16m Syrian order 

TOKYO July" 12 (R)— Japan's Mitsubishi Motors Corporation 
yesterday announced it had won a 3.5 billion yen (SI 6 million) 
order for 540 trucks and buses from Syria's Trade Organisation 
for Machinery and Equipment. The vehicles are to be shipped in 
September. 

Mitsubishi said the trucks would be used for transport of 
agricultural products to Saudi Arabia. Kuwait and neighbouring 
countries.

BONN, July 12 (Special)- After 
the Netherlands and Sweden, W. 
Germany pursues the most liberal 
trade policy towards the import of 
industrial products from develop- 
ing lands. This fact emerges from a 
survey made by the German Insti- 
tute for Economic Research 
(DIW) in Berlin on assignment 
from the ministry for economic 
co-operation. 

It was on the markets of these 
three countries that the develop- 
ing lands in recent years found it . 
easiest to earn additional .revenue 
via industrial exports. Next in line 
in regard to imports from the 
developing countries were the 
U.S. and Japan, with France last. 


Since 1977 W. Germany has 
recorded an import surplus with 
non-Earopean and non- 
oD-exporting countries.' In 1979 
the surplus rose slightly from DM 
1,400 million .to DM. 1,500 mil- 
lion. 

Last year imports from -these 
countries rose by DM 3,100 102-' 
lion to DM 27,400 million, while 
exports by W. Germany .to the 
same group of countries rose by 
DM 3,000 million to DM 25,900 
million.

While a player may make 
psychic bids as often as he 
likes, if he does so persistent- 
ly in any session, it will be 
brought to the attention of 
the authorities and they 
could take action. 

■ In rubber bridge, this 
problem is not as serious. 
Odds are that no two jdayers 
in the game are a regular 
“partnership" in the tourna- 
ment sense, so the psychic 
bidder is just as likely to fool 
his partner as the opponents. 
A few disasters at rubber 
‘bridge as a result of psychic 
bids that go awry will severe- 
ly dent the pocketbook and 
should dissuade perpetrators 
from this practice. 

But that is not always the 
case. Habitual psychers tend 
to remember their occasional 
triumphs and forget their 
frequent tragedies. I agree 
that a perpetual psychic bid- 
der can rob the game of much 
of its pleasure, but only 
drastic steps can help. 

I suggest you go to the of- 
fender and tell him that he is 
ruining the game for the rest 
of you. Lay it on the line. Ad- 
vise him that if he persists 
with these practices, you will 
no longer include him in your 
games. If that doesn't work, 
you are probably belter of! 
without him. 

As a footnote, I might add 
that psychic bidders seldom 
are winners. In the long run, 
it is far more profitable to 
describe your shape and 
strength to partner than to 
try to convince an opponent 
that his seven spades to 100 
honors are nothing more 
than a mirage. In addition, 
when a psychic bid becomes 
exposed, the opposing 
declarer will play the 
psycher's partner for 
everything in the deck, a 
significant advantage that 
would not be available 
without the attempt at 
skulduggery.

Peeters wins 14th stage of Tour de France 

MONTPELLIER, France. July JJ (R) — Ludo Peelers of Bel- 
gium won yesterday's 14th stage of the Tourdc France, grabbing 
the lead in the 1 89.5 kilometres run through Mediterranean 
foothills and finishing more than two minutes ahead of the pack.

For the 26-year-old Belgian, competing in his second tour, 
yesterday’s stage win was sweet victory. “ i’d been placing well but 
today J just turned myself loose and went fiat out,” he said. “I've 
now proved to myself that 1 can take the lead, hold it and win a 
stage". 

Dutchman Leo Van Vliet was second in yesterday's stage and 
Frenchman Patrick Bonnet came third in the pack of riders who 
sprinted across the line well behind Peelers. 


20 nations to use Olympic flag, anthem 

MOSCOW. July 1 2 ( R) - Twenty countries have asked to use the 
Olympic flag and anthem rather than their own symbols during 
the Moscow Olympic Games this month. 

The desire to get away from the traditional Olympic formula 
of using national flags and anthems at Games ceremonies is pan of 
the worldwide protest against Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan marked by an American-led boycott of the Games. 

Over 80 countries will be at the Games but more than 60 will 
stay away, most of them in support of the boycott. Of those that 
will be here some will be competing against the wishes of their 
governments. 

Mrs. Monique Berlioux, director of the International Olympic 
Committee (IOO. told a press conference yesterday that the IOC 
executive board, which began a week of what promises (o be tense 
discussions, would report to next week’s full meeting of the IOC 
on alternatives to the standard procedure. 

The executive could then instruct the Soviet organising com- 


mittee before the Games open on July 1 9 lo follow procedures 
designed to reduce embarrassment teams might feel at parading 
before Soviet leaders; 

“The executive took a genera! view of the wishes of member 
countries. We will study the proposals with the organising com- 
mittee and decide what should be done during the Gaines." Mrs. 
Berlioux said. 

Most of the countries competing will follow the normal Oly- 
mpic protocol, with their athletes marching in the opening cere- 
mony behind their national flag, and victory ceremonies involving 
raising these flags and playing national anthems. 

The 20 others will forego these tributes as a price for refusing 
to join the American-led boycott. 


Romanians lose in Davis Cup tourney 

BUCHAREST. July 12 |R| - Czechoslovakia forged 2-0 ahead 
against Romania in the Davis Cup European zone “B" tennis 
final here yesterday by winning the opening singles. 

Pavel Slozil beat Florin Segarccanu 6-3. 6-3, 6- 1 . in a match 
marred only by a heated dispute over a line call between chief 
referee Gustav Marti ini and Romanian Captain Gheorghe Viziru. 

Earlier, Czechoslovakia's Ivan Lendl beat Dumirtu Haradau 
6-4. 6-1 . 6-3. Lendl started slowly and was 4-1 down in the first 
set. but he recovered to win and took the next two sets in 30 
minutes each. 


Amoux crashes in Grand Prix qualifying 

BRAND S HATCH. England. July 12 (AP) - Final qualifying 
for the British Grand Prix was interrupted today when Frenchman 
Rene Amoux crashed heavily in his Renault Turbo. 

A medical team confirmed that .Amoux was uninjured, and 
qualifying recommenced after 20 minutes. 

Arnoux was trapped in the car against guard rails for several 
minutes before being freed by track marshals. He appeared 
shaken as he walked with support ro a doctor's car and was driven 
off for a check-up. 

The crash occurred in full sight of thousands of spectators with 
the Renault doing well over 1 60 kilometres pier hour. The car was 
severely damaged.

( Agencies)-Two journalists were 
killed here today and scheduled 
talks between leftist militants and 
Latin American envoys on the 
gate to about 90 peasants who 
occupied the Costa Rican embassy 
were postponed.

S. African pupils on seventh 
day of prison hunger strike 


JOHANNESBURG. July 12 
(AP) — Sixly-six prisoners held 
after the mixed-race school boy- 
cott unrest in Cape Province are in 
the seventh day of a hunger strike 
to protest detention without trial, 
according to South African press 
reports today.

The 100 men, women and chil- 
dren occupying the embassy to call 
attention to alleged government 
repression of peasants said they 
would stay in the mission until 
Monday, when they are scheduled 
to meet with a group of foreign 
diplomats. 

Jorge Alberto Perez, a spokes- 
man for the group, said they had 
asked the Red Cross for help. 
“Many of the children have dysen- 
tery and are anaemic." he said. 

A Red Cross official said the 
international organisation was 
preparing to help the peasants. 
Meanwhile, private individuals 
began taking food and clothing to 
the embassy early today. 


Dissident Kim Dae Jung 
put on trial for his life 


SEOUL. July 12 (AP) - Impris- 
oned dissident leader Kim Dae 


Jung and eight others were sent to 
an army court martial today for 
attempting to overthrow the gov- 
ernment and other charges. South 
Korea's martial law command 
announced. 

If convicted, he could face death 
under the charges. 

The command did not say how 
soon the trial will begin. It said 
that Mr. Kim was charged with 
violating the national security law, 
the anti-communist law, the crim- 
inal code concerning sedition, the 
foreign exchange control law and 
mantel law proclamations. 

Mr. Kim and eight others were 
among 37 persons arrested after 
the military rulers expanded mar- 
tial law to cover the entire country 
on May 17 following a series of 
civil disturbances. 

The martial law command said 
the other 25 persons involved in 
Mr. Kim's case would also be 
referred to the military court as 
soon as investigations of them are 
concluded.

Opposition vow to topple Zia 


ISLAMABAD. July 12 t AP) — 
Five outlawed political parties 
vowed today to launch nationwide 
demonstrations to topple the gov- 
ernment of President Mohammed 
Zia U1 Haq if democracy is nor 
restored within six weeks. 

The Pakistan National Alliance 
(PNA) presented its demand at a 
national convention attended by 
800 delegates at Lahore, 300 
kilometres southeast of 
Islamabad. The PNA consists of 
five opposition political parties, all 
middle-of-road or rightist. 

The meeting, chaired by Pir Ali 
Mardan Shah, head of the Pakis- 
tan Muslim League, was held in 
violation of martial law reg- 
ulations which ban political 
gatherings. 

President General Zia U1 Haq 
outlawed all political parties in 
Pakistan last October 16.

elections. 

New elections have not been 
rescheduled.

Bhutto, who was later executed on 
charges of conspiracy. 

The PNA meeting at Lahore 
today passed a resolution demand- 
ing that the present military 
cabinet be immediately dis- 
banded.

U.S. hostage Richard Queen reunited with family 


ZURICH, July 12 (AP) - 
Richard Queen, held hostage in 
Iran for eight months, had an emo- 
tional post-midnight reunion with 
his parents at a Zurich hospital 
.early this morning less than 24 
hours after Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini ordered him freed on 
medical grounds. 

“We are overwhelmed,” his 
father Harold Queen told repor- 
ters after the 50-minute visit at the 
Zurich University clinic. 

"Richard is not as we have 
known him when we last saw him a 
year ago. He needs treatmenr but 
we are confident. 

"The doctors are optimistic, 
they are quite optimistic, and 
that's the most important thing. 
But it was a highly emotional 
experience." 

Both he and bis wife looked 
tired and strained as they sat down 
for a brief meeting with reporters 


at the hospital. 

Mrs. Queen added: “We are 
deeply grateful to the Swiss and to 
everybody and we are grateful 
also to the Iranians for having 
restored him to freedom." 

The couple then drove to their 
Zurich hotel, saying they did not 
yet know how long they would 
stay in Switzerland. 

In Washington a U.S. official- 
said that Mr. Queen's release rep- 
resents "a unique situation" that 
may not have any bearing on the 
fate of the 52 other Americans still 
held hostage in Iran. 

"Medically, tt made sense, and 
of course, it is good news," said 
the official, " but it would be a mis- 
take to read too much into this.” 

President Jimmy Carter and his 
wife, Rosalynn, had a 10-minute 
telephone conversation with the 
28-year-old vice consul. The pres- 
ident, vacationing in Georgia, said 


Mr. Queen seemed to be in excel- 
lent spirits. 

Mr. Queen, 28, at the U.S. 
Embassy in Tehran when it was 
seized by militants last November 
4, was flown to Zurich, early yes- 
terday and hospitalised for treat- 
ment of what was believed to be a 
neurological disorder. 

He was the first hostage to be 
released in seven months and the 
U.S. official said that "is good 
news," whatever the reason for 
the release. 

Meanwhile, the Washington 
Past reported today that one of its 
reporters and one from the Los 
Angeles Times apparently found 
the location where at least one 
hostage was being held in Isfahan, 
south of Tehran. 

When the reporters asked stu- 
dents at the site about rumours 
that hostages were there, one stu- 
dent answered." between one and 


50," the Post reported . As guards 
later questioned the two at length, 
one guard said repeatedly that 
hostages were at the site, the 
paper said. Both reporters were 
then ordered to leave the city, it 
said. 

United Nations Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim yes- 
terday welcomed the release of 
Richard Queen and expressed 
hope that the 52 hostages held 
there also would be freed. Mr. 
Waldheim was visiting Tunis when 
Mr. Queen was flown out of 
Tehran. 

Mr. Queen will be flown to 
West Germany later today where 
be will be placed in the care of 
U.S. medical authorities at Wies- 
baden. a U.S. state department 
spokesman said. 

The transfer indicated that his 
condition was considered rela- 
tively good.

France bad also restricted lamb 
imports from other EEC states 
and failed to ratify the inter- 
national accord on cleaning up the 
Rhine, the deputies charged. 

It had blocked planned -EEC 
regulations to prevent industrial 
disasters such as the 1977 chem- 
ical leak at Seveso, Italy, and was 
building nuclear power stations on 
its borders without consulting its 
neighbours, they said. 

To Conservative Bonn politi- 
cians, it is France's attitude 
towards the Atlantic alliance and 
its American leadership which 
'constitutes the greatest danger in 
Mr. Giscard cTEstaing’s call for an 
independent Europe. 

Franz Josef Strauss, the Con- 
servative candidate for chancellor, 
expressed his concern in strong 
terms when he told the visiting 
French leader- in Bavaria that 
France and West Germany should 
not build a stronger Europe at the 
expense of the United Sates.

Bonn feel it will take years before 
Europe can speak more con- 
fidently with a single voice in 
international politics. 

“The EEC could not agree on 
how to deal with Iran or with the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
and it had to back down ,on its 
Middle East resolution for, fear of 
offending the Americans.” said 
one member of an SPD foreign 
affairs research unit. 

"That’s not much of a start for 
independent European dip- 
lomacy, is it?” 

West German spokesman have 
sought to play down the impact of 
Mr. Giscard d’Estaing’s remarks, 
saying they were in no way con- 
troversial. 

Chief government spokesman 
Klaus Boeiling said Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt had long sup- 
ported the idea of a world role for 
Europe, but added that West 
Germany did not feel that it faced 
a fundamental choice of 
allegiance.
